A lifer who has spent most of 
his time as an outside trusty dur- 
ing his 13 years of imprisonment 
will be one of 16 penitentiary and 
reformatory inmates s e e k i n g 
clemency at the April 13 Nebraska 
pardon board session. 
Frank Ohrmund, 63, father of 
six children, will make his appli- 
cation- for freedom from a life 
sentence Imposed May 13, 19M, 
for a murder in connection with 
the death of his brother-in-law. 
George Voss, in Pierce county. 
The applicant is employed on the 
farm near the prison. 
M. H. Leamy, Pierce county at- 
torney in 1925, in a communica- 
tion to the board, said -Voss was 
killed by Ohrmund as the result 
of ill feeling over distribution un- 
der terms of a will of property 
belonging to the latter's rather. - 
Altho 
Ohrmund 
obtained 
a 
farm and some' town property 
from the estate, Leamy said the 
man always felt his sister, who 
received another farm, got "the 
best of the deal." The prosecutor 
recommended the prisoner serve 
the full life term, "for he is cer- 
tainly a dangerous man to be at 
large." 
The 
applicant, however, 
has 
maintained the brother-in-law con- 
tinually tried to interfere with set- 
tlement of the estate "so he could 
get the whole works."

Unfortu- 
nately that protection must go 
beyond mere promises of peace 
and law observance. That protec- 
tion must take the form of force 


highly regarded and continues to 
be so held in the public's estima- 
tion.

The date • can be fixed 
rather precisely because an event 
of transcendent importance to the 
American economic system

The event, of course, is the regu- 
lar elections to the congress of 
the United States, but its signifi- 
cance this time will be nonparti- 
san and economic rather than per- 
sonal or political. 
Already the drift is apparent. 
For several months, business men 
have been complaining that env 
ploymcnt and credit and market 
conditions and everything else de- 
pends on substituting certainty for 
uncertainty. Now everybody knows 
that there Is no such thing as "cer- 
tainty" about the future, but there 
is something very specific and 
concrete about a certainty of prin- 
ciple. This translates itself today 
into the issue of whether private 
property and private business is 
to be safe from, confiscation and 
destruction, whether public owner- 
ship and state -socialism are to 
supplant 
private 
business 
and 


whether the judicial and legisla- 
tive .branches of our government 
are to become subordinate to the 
will of one man precisely as hap- 
pens under Hitlerism. 


It's the assurance that private 


initiative can go ahead, that in- 
vestors can lend their savings thru 
bond issues and other capital se- 
curity offerings, which is most de- 
sired today by the business world 
before the usual risks incident to 
investment of capital and expan- 
sion can be taken. Proof that this 
is basic in the business situation 
today may be found in the grow- 
ing change in psychology among 
business men in the last few days. 


To what is the 'slight change 
due ? Well, a majority of the house 
of representatives, composed of re- 
publicans and independent demo- 
crats, last week turned down the 
latest-proposal from the president 
to sabotage the system of private 
initiative and thrift.

It's the principle of the thing 
that has provoked the Ire of busi- 
ness men to the point where they 
have about lost faith in the Roose- 
velt 
administration's

to preserve the private initiative 
system-. This loss of faith has been 
occasioned by the fact that, not- 
withstanding an almost nationwide 
protest against the undistributed 
profits tax, the administration or- 
dered Its henchmen in congress 
to save the "principle." But a re- 
tention of the "principle" means 
that, at any time, a president con- 
trolled congress can revise the ac- 
tual rates upward, no matter how 
low* they are placed today to 
placate present opinion. This is 
uncertainty 
with a 
vengeance. 


Business' considers

tributed surplus tax as a death 
sentence for prudence and thrift 
and having. It, therefore, wants the 
tax completely erased from the 
present law, principle and all. The 
showdown is here.

But congress 
shows signs of listening to busi- 
ness men. For, after all, if busi- 
ness men cannot operate their

system of government, it was in- 
tended that the members of con- 
gress collectively or by a majority 
vote would know what laws were 
best for the people and that it was 
dangerous to leave all functions of 
the government to' the mind of 
one man, especially if that man's 
pride and . stubbornness seemed 
more important to be maintained 
than for him or his followers in 
congress to concede a wrong. 
' Business men have not forgotten 
that Mr. Roosevelt promised to be 
the first to acknowledge when he 
was in the wrong. But he hasn't. 
The undistributed surplus tax has 
proved the most mischievous law 
passed in a generation. It has been 
proved mischievous by facts and 
figures offered not only by big 
business men, but by small ones 
too, 
by democrats who have sup- 
ported Mr. Roosevelt as well as by 
thousands of persons who never 
participate in politics at all. In the 
face of such evidence, Mr. Roose- 
velt's continued insistence on the

Congress listens to the people 


because the people still have the 
right to express themselves freely 
at .the polls, tho the use of govern- 
ment funds for political purposes 
lurks. in the offing as a weapon 
that may seek to defeat the true 
will of the majority. Perhaps such 
a contingency can be frustrated by 
the willingness of th^ American 
people 
next 
autumn 
to forget 
parties and to vote for republicans 
whenever "rubber Stamp" new 
dealers 
are 
candidates 
against 
them, to vote for independent dem- 
ocrats as against new deal demo- 
crates wherever . possible in the 
primaries, and to elect those same 
independent democrats as against 
any republican candidates when- 
ever independent democrats win 
the democratic nominations. 


By 
discriminating sense and 


careful study of the record of the 
individual senators and representa- 
tives, to determine whether they 
have minds of their own or can 
easily be bribed by presidential 
favor and patronage, the American 
people can pick a congress that 
will give the green light to Amer- 
ican business.

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Household Hint 


Pancreas Has 
-Important 


Functions 


Progress in Study ol 


Vital Body. Organ 
Related by Doctor

FOR YEARS the pancreas was 


an organ that baffled science. But 
during the past quarter of a cen- 
tury, research has solved many of- 
the problems relating to this vital' 
organ. 


I venture to say that few persons 


are familiar with the actual loca- 
tion and the function of this gland., 
The pancreas Is located in the ab-| 
domen just below the liver. It ex- 
tends from one side of the body to 
the other. On the right side it has 
a head and that end is directed: 
downward. The lower portion ofi 
the gland, or the tail, lies on th» 
left side, close to the spleen. 
When we call a structure or or- 
gan "vital", we mean we cannot 
live without it. Such a. gland is 
the pancreas. Its functioning is 
essential to the maintenance of 
health, because it is intimately re- 
lated to the process of digestion. 
Like any other structure of ths- 


body, the pancreas Is subject to, 
irritation, inflammation, ulcers or 
infections. Stones may form In tho 
ducts or tupes of this structure. 
Tumors and cancer may also In- 
volve the pancreas. 


Glandular Structure 


This organ is a glandular struc-' 


ture which furnishes more than a1 
pint of chemical fluid daily. This, 
fluid, containing certain enzymes, 
is poured- into the small intestine 
near its beginning. Here it actsi 
upon the bulk of food that passes 
from the stomach. 
Enzymes are chemical substances, 


which help digest food. . For ex- 
ample, the "lipase" enzyme in thci 
pancreatic juice digests fat, while 
the "tripsin" enzyme ^digests pro- 
tein. 
A 
third 
enzyme 
called 


"amylase" helps digest starch. 
These enzymes have been known 


to medical science for years, but it 
is only comparatively recently that 
one of the most valuable products 
of the pancreas was extracted from 
it. I refer to that substance known 
as Insulin. This peculiar secretion, 
of the pancreas aids the body in 
using the -starches and sugars. 
If, as a result- of diabetes, there 


Is a disturbance in the secretion of 
this element, an accumulation of 
sugar takes place within the body. 
Occasionally this accumulation may 
be of a temporary nature. If it 
persists and cannot be controlled 
by diet, it indicates a deficiency of 
insulin in the body. 
It will be seen how Important and 


startling was the discovery of in- 
sulin as a remedy and of the ability 
to manufacture this substance 
synthetically. By means of the 
Injection of insulin diabetics now 
live useful and healthful lives.

NEW YORK.—The world's fast- 
est human, 1938 edition, is 
a 


round 
headed, 
compact Negro 
from Plymouth, Pa., named Ben- 
jamin Washington Johnson. 
It's 
hard to realize that any man can 
literally hurl himself over 60 yards 
of board in six seconds, from a 
stationary start, but that's what 
Johnson can do, and does. 
The rate is ten yards a second. 
Carry the distance to 100 yards, 
or 80, and many sprinters can 
equal it, or better it. The first 50 
yards supply the momentum for 
the final blur of speed in " the 
stretch. But Johnson generates his 
momentum in 20 or 30 yards. And 
he doesn't do it by churning the 
boards with feet. He bounds along 
like a kangaroo. 
Watching him, you don't ,see 


how it's possible. To get a start 
like that, most objects, living or 
dead, must be driven by a spring 
or trigger. Johnson's spring seems 
to be inside him. Or his powder 
charge, or whatever it is. At the 
starting signal, he is off as tho 
thrown, from a catapult. 


Don't Glance Away. 


Six seconds is about two breaths 


and a half. If you turn your head 
away from the track at the start 
at Johnson's sprint and bring it 
evenly around again, you miss the 
race. That's not a tip, or a friendly 
hint on how to avoid sprinters. It's 
a warning. Benjamin Washington 
Johnson is worth seeing. 
There are a couple of scientific 


points you might want to question 
Benjamin about. One is the secret 
of his "quick" speed. What is the 
thing that catapults him? John- 
son's answer is, "I don't know.' 
Then there is the matter of Af- 
rican blood. Why have all the fast- 
est humans of the last eight years 
been Negroes 
"I don't know," says Johnson 


frankly. 
Nobody else seems to know. A 
scientist bobbed up ft few years 
ago, in the heyday of Jesse Ownns 
Ralph Metcalfe, and Eulace Pea 
cock, with the theory that

Before that, he got in a certain 
amount of groundwork for his de- 
gree of fastest human. As a Plym- 
>uth high -school runner, he quali- 
'ied for the Olympic tryouts for 
the 100 yard diish in 1932. The 
.own of 'plvmoutn raised a "Bon 
Johnson to Palo .Alto" fund which 
carried him to the coast. He ran 
lourth, 
in a fipmifmal heat, to 
some of the ^leatest splinters of 
the time. 
Ben entered Columbia university 
a year later, and burst into flame 
is' a sophomoie in the winter of 
3934-35 when ho beat out Owens, 
Motcalfc and Peacock foi the na- 
tional A. A. U. title at GO yards 
His time was 6 G. He scored a dou- 
ble in the sprint and broad jump 
in the'indoor intercollegvates. He 
was trying for the same double, 
outdoors, in June, at Harvard sta- 
dium, when the hamstring mu»cle 
behind his right knee tore loose.
